INCRIMINAL COURT 
PLEADS NOT GUILTY 


Multimillionaire New Haven 
Director in Feeble Health 
and Can Only Whisper. 


HE FILES $5000 BOND 


Three Others Who Were In- 
dicted Yet to Be Arraigned; 
Billard Makes Appearance, 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—William Rock- 
efeller, Standard Ol] multimillionaire, 
appeared today in the Criminal Branch 
of the United States District Court and 
entered a plea of not guilty to the in- 
dictment charging him with conspiracy 
in connection with his acts as a former 
director of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company. 

He was placed under $5000 bond, to 
insure his appearance for trial, 

Rockefeller appeared feeble. He 
walked unsteadily from his automobile 
into the building and to the elevator, 
leaning heavily on a stout stick. His 
personal counsel, John A. Garver, stead- 
ied him by grasping his arm. Neither 
spoke until they entered the courtroom. 

In a husky whisper audible hardly 10 
feet away, Rockefeller said “not guilty” 
after the Clerk had asked him how he 
desired to plead. Garver asked the 
Court for the customary period of 
grace in which the plea might be with- 
drawn or changed—a formal request that 
has been made in the case of each of 
the 16 other former directors and di- 
rectors of the New Haven, who have 
appeared since they were indicted last 
Monday. 

Judge Foster replied that Rockefeller 
would be given until Nov. 23, the date 
that has been fixed in the case of the 
other defendants who have already 
pleaded. Of the 21 men indicted, Rocke- 
feller was the seventeenth to plead. 

For the first time in the memory of 
New York newspaper ‘photographers, 
Rockefeller consented to pose for his 
photograph. After he had stood pa- 
tiently in the sunlight till the photog- 
raphers had finished, he was asked if 
he had anything to say. He shook his 
head and pointed to his throat. 

“T can’t talk,’’ he whispered. 

This afternoon, John L. Billard en- 
tered a plea of not guilty to the indict- 
ment charging him with conspiracy. He 
also gave bail in the sum of $6000. He 
was the eighteenth man to plead. 

Those remaining to submit their pleas 
to the indictment are Charles F. Brook- 
er, James S. Elton and T.-De Witt Cuy- 
ler. They will be in court today or to- 
morrow.

AILLED HUSBAND 


Young Widow Will Be Witness 
Only to Save Parent From 
Electric Chair. 


SAYS SHE CAN’T FORGET 


Boy Bridegroom Shot by 
Haverstraw Town Clerk When 
Calling to Ask Forgiveness. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—“Unless I am 
absolutely certain that it will be the 
only means of saving my father from 
death in the electric chair I will not 
take the stand in his defense when he 
comes up for trial next month. 

“Neither will I allow my poor dead 
husband to be slandered that my father 
may escape punishment for his act. I 
loved Eugene too dearly to stand caim- 
ly by and have his’ character be- 
smirched. His memory is sacred to me 
and I intend to defend him.’’ 

Tears filled the eyes of little Mrs. 
Anna Maria Cleary Newman and her 
voice was choked with emotion as she 
uttered this statement to a reporter. 
It was the first interview ever given 
by the little widow, whose 18-year-old 
husband, Eugene Newman, was shot to 
death by her father, William V. Cleary, 
Town Clerk and political power of Ha- 
verstraw, last July. 

Killed Obeying Bride's AdTice. 

Young Newman, on the advice of his 
bride, had called at the Town Hall to 
tell Cleary he had married his daughter 
the week previous, and to ask forgive- 
ness and blessing. Cleary invited his 
son-in-law to be seated, and while the 
young man was fumbling in his pockets 
for the marriage certificate, Cleary sud- 
denly got a revolver from a safe and 
shot him. 

Mrs. Newman was alone in her par- 
ent’s apartment in Graylene Court when 
the reporter called. She said her sole 
reason for granting an interview was 


friends and deny another story that 
was printed a few days after the kill- 
ing of her husband in which she was 
quoted as saying she would aid her 
father in every way and was ready to 
admit she had made a mistake in being 
married to Eugene Newman. 

The little widow made a very at- 
tractive picture in mourning attire. 
While she is not beautiful. in a strict 
sense of the word, she ‘s more than 
passing pretty. Her dark brown hair 
was dressed in the prevailing style ani 
she wore a gown of black charmeuse 
satin, relieved with embroidered white 
collar and cuffs. She has large, expres- 
sive blue eyes and a girlish figure. 

“T guess you must have caught me 
at the psychological moment,”’ she said. 
“I had declared that under no circum- 
stances would I talk to newspapers. 


“Parents Don’t Realize.” 

“Please deny for me that I at any 
time said I realized I had made a mis- 
take in my marriage, and that, first 
of all, I was my father’s child. I was 
confined to my room from July, when 
my husband was killed, until Septem- 
ber. 

“T was quoted as saying that ‘my fa- 
ther could do no wrong, and that I 
now realized that my love for my hus- 
band was a mistake.’ Never for one 
moment have I regretted being married 
to Gene. I loved him devotedly. We 
were associated closely during four 
years before we were married, and, | 
guess, if my affection for him was not 
real I would have found it out during 
that time. 

“TY know perfectly well if my husband 
had lived he would have made a suc- 
cess of his life. The worst his enemies 
can say about hfm is that he did not 
work. But Gene was not lazy. If he 
didn’t work it was because he didn’t 
have a job. 

“Parents make the mistake of think- 
ing they can do no wrong, and their 
children must do exactly as they bid 
them. They don’t realize that very 
often their children can see things more 
clearly than they. 

“7 @are say my father was so furious 
to think Gene and I had run off and 
been married that he absolutely lost his 
head. At least,that is the kindest thing 
for me to think of him. 

“For anyone to attribute any other 
reason for my father killing my hus- 
band is to cast a relfection on my hus- 
band that [ will not permit. 

Between Love and Filial Duty. 

“Please do not ask me if I have for- 
given my father. You must realize that 
I am in a terrible position. My husband 
is dead and no atonement my father 
eculd possibly make can ever bring him 
tack to me. The least I can do is to 
protect his memory. On the other'hand, 
my father stands in danger of dying in 
the electric chair, and even to protect 
roy. husband's memory I cannot allow 

my father to suffer that fate. 

“My one hope is that I will not be 
called to the trial. Unless I am the 
only means of saving my father from 
death in the chair, I most certainly will 
not testify. I cannot see of what bene- 
fit my testimony would be, anyway. I 
know nothing of the shooting, and since 
this frightful thing has happened, my 
family has never alluded to it in any 
way. None has questioned me, and 
neither has my father’s lawyer, and | 
am praying every day that I may es- 
cape the added torture of having to at- 
tend this trial. 

“I have not seen my father since my 
husband’s death. I do not intend to 
visit him. I am not hard-hearted, bu?

BRITAIN DECLARES 


WAR AGAINST TURKE 


‘Young Widow Whose Husband 
Was Killed by Her Father 
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ANDERSON RULES 
SALOONS MUST 
CLOSE TOMORROW 


Order Issued for Bond Election 
Means Clubs Also, Says 
Sidener. 


Excise Commissioner Anderson an- 
nounced today that saloons must close 
tomorrow on account of the speciai, 
bridge bond election, and Prosecuting 
Attorney Sidener announced he would 
prosecute any social club or individual 
who selis or gives away sees eel tomor- 
row. 

Anderson said saloons must close at 
midnight tonight and remain closed un- 
til midnight Friday, when they may: 
open for an hour until 1 a. m., the 
regular closing time. 

Saloon keepers and club managements 
had expected to remain open for busi- 
ness tomorrow, following a visit'to the 
excise department by a delegation of 
saloon proprietors who said they were 
told the law did not force them to close 
during a special municipal election. An- 
derson was visiting his mother at 
Louisiana, Mo., at the time of this visit, 
and today said he had not authorized 
such a ruling. 

Anderson said his announcement is in 
accord with an opinion by former City 
Counselor Walther, given to Excise 
Commissioner Lee in January, 1911. 
Walther held that the charter election 
conducted that month was a municipal 
election within the meaning of the law, 
and that the Missouri statutes directed 
that dramshops close on the day of any 
State, municipal or county election. 

Anderson consulted Judge Caulfield, a 
former Excise Commissioner, who 
agreed that the law contemplates clos- 
ing saloons tomorrow. Judge Caulfield 
cited decisions of courts in other states 
to corroborate the opinion given by 
Walther in. 1911. “ 

When informed of this raling, Prose- 
cuting Attorney Sidener said: “If the 
excise department directs that saloons 
must close tomorrow because of the 
bond issue election, then clubs must 
not sell liquor on that day, and 1 will 
prosecute any that do.’ 

Tomorrow .will be the second day this 
week saloons have had to close. They 
were closed Tuesday for the genera! 
election.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—Great Britain today formally annexed the Island of 


Cyprus, in the Mediterranean, which nominally formed a part of the 


Turkish Empire. 
The defensive alliance between Great Britain and Turkey having be- 
come annulled by the outbreak of war, the British Government decided it 


was necessary to appropriate the island in order that propér provision might 
be made for its government and for its protection. 

The island, since the Anglo-Turkish convention of 1878, had been oc- 
cupied and administered by Great Britain, though it had remained under 
the suzerainty of the Sultan. 

It was officially announced ig London today that a state of war exists 
between Great Britain and Turkey. 

This follows the announcement in Constantinople yesterday that the 
Porte had recalled the Turkish Ambassadors to France and Great Britain, 
the Charge d’Affaires at Petrograd and the Minister to Servia. The Ambae- 
sadors from the Sultan’s Government left London and Bodeaux last night. 
It is understood that Tewfik Pasha, the Ambassador to London, did all ia 
his power to preserve peace between Turkey and Great Britain. : 

A proclamation gazetted today reads as follows: 

“Owing to hostile acts committed by Turkish forces under German 
officers, a state of war exists between Great Britain and Turkey from 
today and all proclamations and orders in council issued with reference 
to the state of war between Great Britain and Germany and Austria shall 
apply to the state of war between Great Britain and Turkey.” 

A privy council was held in Buckingham Palace this morning to dis- 
cuss this question. At its conclusion King George signed the documents 
proclaiming the state of war. 

German Cruiser Is Sunk by a Mine. , 

The German cruiser Yorck has struck a mine in Jade Bay and sunk. 
The information regarding the loss of the Yorck reached London in an = 
Amsterdam dispatch to Reuter’s Telegraph Co. It stated that an official ~ 
dispatch from Berlin said that the Yorck on the afternoon of Nov. 4 
struck a mine chain blocking the entrance to Jade Bay and sank. Late 
reports declare that 382 men, more than half of the crew, had already 
been saved, but that the rescue work was hampered by a thick fog. 

The Yorck was an armored cruiser 403 feet long and had a comple 
ment of 557 men. She was built in 1904 and displaced 9050 tons. 

Jade Bay, where the vessel was sunk, is an inlet of the North Sea or 
the German coast west of the mouth of the River Weser. 

The Times prints a report today that the German cruiser ienige 
berg L ~ been put out of action in the Indian Ocean. | 

The Koenigsberg is a protected cruiser and was laid down in 1906. 
She is of 3348 tons, is 354 feet long and has a speed of 23% knots. Her 
main battery consists of 10 4.1-inch guns. 

So far as is known the sole successes of the Koenigsberg during the - 
war*was the sinking of the Ellerman liner City of Winchester off Socotra, | 
near the entrance to the Gulf of Aden Aug. 6, and the disablement of 
the British cruiser Pegasus in Zanzibar Harbor on Sept. 20.

No British warship has arrived, s0 
far as is known here, at any Chilean 
port, nor has any wreckage been 
found on the coast.

It is certain that the Scharnhorst, the 
Gneisenau and the Nuernberg arrived 
safely at Valparaiso, though somewhat 
the worse for their encounter with the 
Britishers. 

One report has it that the Glasgow, 
badly damaged, arrived in Coronel Bay, 
while the Otranto escaped to Puerto 
Montt. It has been impossible to deter- 
mine the exact movements of these two 
vessels since the naval action. 

The battle occurred in a heavy sea. 
The Germans opened fire at six miles 
and for a time all the British shots fell 
short. Later when they got within 
range their guns scored a few hits and 
the casualties among the German crews 
were said to consist of a half dozen 
wounded. The German fire is described 
as excellent, though at the long range it 
required 400 hits to put the Britishers 
out of the: fight.

TOKIO, Nov. 6.—It is officially an- 
nounced that the ‘bombardment of 
Tsingtau continues vigorously.

British Admiralty Had Sent Battle« 
ah to Relieve Cradeck. 
LONDON, Nov. 5.—The Admiralty has 


issued a statement in which it says 
it has received from German sources 
details of a naval engagement off the 
Chilean coast in which the British 
cruiser Monmouth was sunk and the 
cruiser Good Hope severely damaged. 
The statement says the Admiralty has 
no confirmation of the report. 

The statement was issued through the 
Official Press Bureau in the name of 
the Secretary of the Admiralty an 
says:

I dined last night with the 2% remain- 
ing members of a mitrailleuse company 
of 70, which went into the trenches 
Monday. 
pleces by the German artillery. Of 
the 20 dogs used in arawing the guns, 
eight were alive; such is the pluck of 
the Belgians. 

This remnant of a company attached 
itself this morning to another shattered 
company of the Belgian army and re- 
turned to battle, laughing. Last night 
they feasted and saw their mothers and 
wives. This morning they were back in 
the fight. 

At a little town near Nieuport, where 
I slept, we were within. two miles of 
falling shells; and during the night new 
long-range batteries took up a position 
behind us. But the town was full of 
women folk of the army. 

It is a seaside resort and many of 
the hotels are full. At night, after a 


, day’s fighting, some woldiers always are 


permitted a few hours’ leave. Last 
night, as evening approached, the women 
began to appear, walking out toward 
the Nieuport road. 


Women Await News. 
‘Five miles away there was a carriage. 


‘Watching their faces, I could see when 
husband, brother or son appeared. Fa- 
ther and son came together and lifted 
a weight from a littie Belgian woman's 
heart. She saw her son’s head was 
bandaged. Both father and son made 
light of it, and 1 saw them later dining 
together and having a good time. 

Ten or more women still were wait- 
ing when I passed that way, about 7 
o'clock.

Wet Work for Germans, 

Naturally, I kept out of it, but it 
seemed empty. Belgian soldiers were 
there, I think, but théY had left the 
town, going forward, and I saw only 
one small company of civilians travel-

Returning to the sand dunes, I found 
a high one among the fishermen’s cot- 
tages, from which I was able to sev 
both the fight on the land and the sea, 
Nieport and Lebaines alone cutting off 
my view. 

I could see water behind the German 
lines and the tide was only haif in. It 
must be wet work at high tide. 

Nothing this war has produced ap- 
proached the fight on the coast when 't 
comes to the spectacular. Last night 
was only a sample. The German gun- 
ners were trying desperately to break a

FRENCH SPARE 
DARING AVIATOR 
Wrid KILLS THREE 


‘Don’t Shoot; He’s Brave Man,” 
Says Colonel of German, 
Landing in Enemy’s Lines. 


PARIS, Nov. 5.—The close unification 
of the allied armies is marked, accord- 
ing to the report of the officers arriv- 
ing here from the front. In giving an 
instance of this they related a story of 
the routing of a detachment of Ger- 
mans by a volunteer band of allies. 

#« detachment of 50 or 60 Germans, the 


officers said, still occupied the heights 
of the Yser and kept up an intermittent 
firing. The Corporal of the Sixth Corps 
(nationality not mentioned) requested 
permission to capture the position. He 
called for volunteers to make the dan- 
gerous charge across the open and un- 
protected marshy ground and was over- 
whelmed with offers to serve. 

He chose 10 of these men and, at their 
head, beg.um crawling on hands anda 
knees acroa* the open. Although the 
little party W. } under a heavy fire, they 
succeeded in reaching, without losses, 
a point 50 yards from the Germans. 
There, at the command of the Corporal, 
they rose and, shouting, ‘charged the 
German main position. The Germans, 
believing the move was some ruse, lay 
down their arms and surrendered. 

An example of the good sportsman: 
ship among the French was shown in 
a letter written by a German aviator 
to his parents. Flying high over the 
French trenches, the German pilot was 
killed ‘and the aviator badly wounded. 
The aviator, however, succeeded ‘n 
bringing his machine safely to earth 
within.the French lines. He immedi- 
ately was attacked on all sides, but, 
throwing himself under the wing of his 
machine for concealment, he succeeded 
in killing three of his assailants before 
his revolver Was empty. When | he 
ceased firing the soldiers rushed up to 
bayonet him, but their Colonel stopped 
them, saying: ‘“‘Don’t kill him; he ‘s a 
brave man and a worthy enemy.” Thus 
the aviator’s life was spared. 

A Sergeant, in relating stories of a 
large number of spies still existing be- 
hind the French lines, told of an old 
woman near Soissons who, with her 
cart fitted with provisions and un- 
plucked fowls, started to cross the 
bridge. She was stopped by the ‘Ser- 
geant. Thereupon the woman became 
angry and started to abuse the officer. 
The Sergeant became suspicious of her 
and ordered her under arrest. The 
load in her cart was then examined. On 
the neck of each fowl was a tag con- 
taining the address of the consignee in 
the next town and under each wing a 
message was found giving minute de- 
tails of the French movements.

730,000 Employes Affected. 

The largest packing houses affected 
by the order are those of Swift & Co., 
Armour & Co., the Cudahy Packing Co., 
Morris & Co., and Sulzberger Sons & 
Co. These houses have a total killing 
capacity of approximately 70,000 hogs, 
sheep and cattle a day. Between 35,000 
and 40,000 persons are employed in the 
vards, commission houses and packing 
plants. Practically all of these will be 
idle. . 

The foot and mouth disease has in- 
vaded this country on five prior occa- 
sions. ‘The last invasion prior to this 
was in 1908, at which time disease 
caused great loss around Philadelphia 
und Detroit. Human beings may get 
the infection through milk, butter and 
cheese. Among humans the disease is 
mild, but may prove fatal to children. 

“There have been no cases of the dis- 
ease reported in the West,’’ A. C. Léo- 
nard, president of the Un'on Stockyards 
and Transit Co., said, “and the West 
is the biggest source of supply of meat 
animals.

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GERMANY BROKE 
TREATY WITH US. 
BACON DECLARES 


Ex-Secretary of State Says it Is 
America’s Solemn Duty 
to Protest. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Robert Lacon, 
former Secretary of State, issued a 
statement. yesterday before sailing for 
England in which he said that in vio- 
lating the neutrality of Belgium, Ger- 
many broke a treaty which she had 
made with the United States when she 
signed articles one and two of the sec- 
ond Hague conference, which stipulate 
that the territory of neutral Powers 
shall be inviolate. 

“Are we to suffer a nation to break 
a treaty with us on whatever pretext, 
without entering, at least, a formal pro- 
test?’’ reads the statement. ‘Will any 
one contend that our neutrality imposes 
silence upon us under such conditions? 
Are The Hague conventions to become 
‘scraps of paper’ without a single word 
of protest from this Government? 

“If the treaties which we made at 
The Hague are to be so lightly regard- 
ed then why not all our other treaties? 
As a matter of fact, it is our solemn 
duty to protest against a violation of 
pledges formally entered into between 
this Government and any other Govern- 
ment and we assume a heavy moral re- 
sponsibility when we remain silent. 
‘To justify a policy of silence by the 
assertion that ‘we are fortunate in be- 
ing safely removed from this danger 
that threatens European Powers,’ and 
to urge that as a reason for us to sit 
still with hands folded is as weak as it 
is unwise.’’ 


Berlin Suggests That U. S. 
Investigate Prison Camps 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—A_ semiofficial 
statement issued in Berlin and received 
here by the Marcon! Wireless Telegraph 
Co. says: 

“The United States would accomplish 

one of the most important functions 
which is within the power of a neutral 
nation if it would take steps to appoint 
a commission for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the treatment of German 
prisoners in Russia and Servia, and 
particularly in France and England as 
well as in the colonies of those coun- 
tries.

The Progressive yote in Missouri was 
so light that it practically made no 
showing.

The one Progressive candidate for 
Cengress in Arkansas was ‘‘distanced’’ 
by his Republican opponent, who polled 
eight yotes to his one. Two years agu 
the Progressive candidate in the same 
district got four votes to every one for 
the Republican. . . 
Although the vote cast for Young, the 
Progressive candidate for Governor in 
Arizona, was negligible, it would have 
elected Cameron,, the Republican can- 
didate, who was defeated by Hunt. 
Democrat. 

Oklahoma was the one bright spot in 
tho country for the Progressives outside 
of California. The Roosevelt party de- 
veloped surprising strength in Oklahoma 
and polled the 18,500 votes necessary 1: 
keep it on the ticket. None of its can- 
didates was elected, but the leaders are 
satisfied with having it alive, which 
was their sole purpose. 

The Progressive party in North Da- 
kota has wandered clos® to the grave 
The Bull Moose vote was practically a 
negative quantity this year. The total 
vote cast by the followers of Roose- 
velt will not reach more than 1000, the 
Moose showing ¢ per cent of the 
strength brought out at the natioonal 
election fn 1912. 

Pro ives Elect Congressman. 
In Midnesota the election revealed a 
pecullar situation. Although Roosevelt 
carried the State over President Wilson 
tn 1912, the returns Tuesday revealed 
the fact that the Progressive vote haa 
almost entirely disappeared. In spite 
of all this, the new Tenth District, com- 
prising part of Minneapolis, wil] have 
a Progressive for its first Representative 
in Congress.

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“FIGHT FOR SWITCH 
CHARGE IN COURT 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Orders Maximum Shall 
Be $2.50 a Car. 


George F. Moore, president of the Man- 

ufacturers’ Railway, today said the 
/cCompany would appeal to the Federal 
Courts as a last resort to prevent the 
ruling yesterday of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, holding that the 
Manufacturers’ Railway was not enti- 
tled to $4.50 per car for switching, from 
becoming effective. 

Moore said the actual cost of handling 
a car of freight by the Manufacturers’ 
road was $3.84. The commission, in its 
opifion holds that the charg shall not 
exceed $2.50 a car. 

“The effect of this opinion,’’ Moore 
‘Said, “would be to lead the trunk line 
railroads to believe that we would be 
glad to sell out, as they would hardly 
expect us to continue to do business 
at a loss, “ 

“However, we will not sell. We will 
fight to a finish. Within the last year 
we have had several offers from trunk 
lznes Which wished to puy our property. 
Gne of thé offers was very attractive, 
but we determined to go through with 
the matter to the end. We are confident 
we shall win.’’ 

The Manufacturers’ Railway was op- 
erated for many years by the Iron 
Mountain under a lease. It was then 
operated as a common g¢arrier. When 
the lease expired the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewery, which was the principal indus- 
try served by the road, took it over. 

The tracks were extended and the com- 
pany began doing 4 general switching 
business, serving many South St. Louis 
business interests. In 1909 the’ railroads 
in the Terminal Association started a 
Railway, 
which was competing with the Terminal 
_Association and with the Iron Mountain 
for business. The Manufacturers’ road 
was denied Participation in through 
rates. « 

Complaint Was Filed. 

It filed a complaint with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, demanding that 
its charge of $4.50 a car for handling 
freight be made a part of the. through 
rate and paid by the trunk line handling 
the freight into or out of St. Louis. The 
railroads contested the complaint and 
testimony covering nearly 4000 pages was 
taken. 

The decision yesterday is that the com- 
mission will not require the trunk lines 
to make the Manufacturers’ charge a 
part of the through rate, but it permits 
the roads to make a division of the 
through rate if anyone desires to do so. 
It holds, however, that $2.60 is the 
proper charge. 

Moore produced figures this morning 
showing the operating expense of the 
road to be $3.84 per car. He said the 
company, under the decision, would op- 
erate at @ loss: of $1.94 a car. 

Nothing will be done, he added, until 
the trunk lines have an opportunity to 
make a division of rate on a basis which 
would give the Manufacturers’ road a 
reasonable return. 

If they do not do that, he said, the 
Manufacturers’ road will take the mat- 
ter into the Federal Courts. There are 
decisions, he said, that switching roads 
are entitled to a fair return on their 
Investment, no matter who owns them. 

Stock Owned by Busch. 

One of the principal allegations of the 
railroads was that the Manufacturers’ 
road was merely a switching road for 
the Anheuser-Busch’ Brewery. The 
greater part Of the stock was owned 
by Adolphus Busch and after his death 
the stock was reissued in the names of 
the trustees under the Busch will. Moore 
said he did not know the present own- 
ers of the stock of the company.

Amendments Defeated. . 

The incomplete returns indicate that 
all constitutional amendments were 
overwhelmingly defeated, as well as 
the four laws enacted by the last Leg- 
islature’ and referred to the people 
through the referendum. The county 
unit law and the woman suffrage 
amendment seemed to be most popular 
with the country voters, but they ap- 
parently were defeated by heavy ma- 
jorities. 

Heome rule for St. Louis made a sorry 
showing in most of the country dis- 
tricts. Amendment No. 1, to restrict 
the use of the initiative, also was de- 
feated by decisive majorities in the vot- 
ing throughout the State. In Kansas 
City the two St. Louls-home rule 
amendments carried by small majori- 
ties 

Legislature Democratic. 

Both houses of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture will be Democratic. The political 
complexion of the Legislature is not 
significant now since the United States 
Senators are elected by direct vote, ex- 
cept that Gov. Major will have a Leg- 
islature in harmony with his party 
views, which will enable him to carry 
out his policies. 

It is already reported the Legislature 
will enact next winter a law providing 
for ward local option in St. Louis. The 
Democrats attribute the Republican 
majorities in St. Louis to the activity 
of the liquor interests, and some of the 
leaders are “planning to put through a 
law which would enable any ward in 
the city to vote dry, if a majority of the 
people demanded it.

Late Returns Show Prohibition 
Won in Washington, Colorado, 
Oregon and Arizona. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—Four of the six 
states that voted Tuesday on the oust- 
ing of saloons decided, according to 
latest returns, to forbid the sale of al- 


coholic beverages and two voted to re- 
tain saloons. 

Ohio and California kept their saloons, 
while Washington, Colorado, Oregon and 
Arizona closed theirs. First returns in 
Washington showed a wet majority, but 
later returns gave the drys a majority 
of about 11,000. 

National headquarters of the wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance Union in 
Chicago received encouraging returns 
reporting progress even from states lost 
by the drys. A typical message of vic- 
tory was the following from Colorado: 

“Hallelujah, the crest of the corti- 
nent is white; Colorado gone dry.” 


Prohibition Carries by About 14,000 
in Washington. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 5.—Outlying 
precincts of the big counties reported 
in force yesterday, and rolled up a ma- 
jority for the initiative prohibition law. 
Fifteen hundred and eighty-five pre- 
cincts gave for prohibition 137,214, against 
123,930. 

The new law will go into effect Jan. 
i, 1916. It forbids sale or shipment of 
liquor even by clubs, but provides that 
users of liquor may have limited quan- 
tities shipped to them for their own 
consumption under stringent restric- 
tions.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighied finantial re- 
view today, says: 

“4A good deal happened today to 
indicat that the investment demand 
was enlarging, and that the whole 
financia! situation was improving. 
The Stock Exchange authorities lost 
no time in denying the rumor from 
Washington that Sir George Paish, 
the representative of the British Gov- 
ernment, was engaged in the effort 
to secure the consent of bankers here 
and in London to keep the principal 
Stock Exchanges of both Great Brit- 
ain and the United Stateg closed for 
a considerable period. 

“Such a story was ridiculous from 
all points of view, and so far as the 
- gituation here is concerned there 
would be nothing to justify such ac- 
tion on the part of those in charge 
of the situation. 

“There was continued buying of 
high-grade securities in this market, 
and considering the fact that the 
facilities of regular trading were not 
provided, the. participation - by the 

ublic was rather remarkable under 
he circumstances. 

“Ata private sale there were trans- 
actions in high-grade stocks and 
bonds which showed fractional gains 
for the day. 

“The price changes were not sensa- 
tional, but, taken in conjunction with 
the advances recorded yesterday, the 
active issues were considerably above 
the level of last week. 

Bond Demand Is Good. 

“The bond market was broader than 
it has been, and although the trading 
was not heavy, there were sufficient or- 
ders given out for good municipal bonds, 
to.show that the inquiry was clearly 
the feature of the investment situation 
at the moment. ‘ 

“There were various municipal loans 
impending, and although the demand 
generally was for 4% per cent bonds, the 
negotiations indicated that some towns 
of exceptional credit would be able to 
put out small loans carrying only 4 per 
cent interest. 

’ “Developments in the foreign exchange 
market were governed naturally by the 
increased buying of supplies here by 
the foreign nations engaged in war, and 
by interests close to the scene of the 
disturbance abroad. 

“The feature of the day was the de- 
cline in the price of exchange on Ber- 
lin t6 88%, the lowest rate quoted thus 
far on the present movement, and fully 
65 points below the level which ordinarily 
obtains at this time of year. 

‘This movement represented a contin- 
waAtion of the tendency in the market 
jor German exchange, which has pre- 
vailed ever since the buying of supplies 
by the German Government, for delivery 
through Italian ports, became an im- 
portant factor. 

‘In addition to the exchange created 
~ 4 this means, there have been large 
offerings of bills on Hamburg and Ber- 
lin, which represented the withdrawal 
of German balances by the large inter- 

national banking houses of this city.

The weather map was highly favor- 
able for winter wheat development 
outdoor feeding of stock, and consider- 
able feeding of wheat to stock, which 
ordinarily would follow the high prices 
of corn and oats, has been saved by 
the open fall weather. 

The official Liverpool cable said: 

“The reduction in the movement from | 
first hands in the United States and 
Canada is particularly noted, and Cana- 
dian exports have dropped to a mini- 
mum. It goes without saying that if hos- 
tilities continue, and unfortunately there 
are no signs of an early cessation, very 
large quantities of breadstuffs must be 
purchased from North America, and 
there is a good reason to think that 
a very fair proportion will be in the 
form of flour. The enemy have direct- 
ed their efforts toward the destruction 
of mills in France, and this is a large 
factor, and then, the immense arm 
needs, heavy feeding and milling facil- 
ities are inadequate with the influx of 
the over-the-sea forces.”’ 

Corn futures were irregular on a good 
weather map. Early Liverpool cables 
were unchanged. Prices finished ir- 
regularly lower. Oats futures closed 
easy at fractional declines: 

Crop Expert B. W. Snow’s November 
report, wired by Bartlett, Frazier Co., 
Chicago, to their local representative, A. 
C. Petri, said: 

‘“‘November report shows that husking 
returns develop a yield per acre of corn 
eight-tenths of a busnel per acre above 
the yield indicated on Oct. 1. It is re- 
ported at 26.3 bushe's per acre, making a‘ 
total crop of 2,754,000,000 bushels. On the 
basis of the Government estimate of 
acreage the total would be 2,763,000,000 
bushels. A yield above the indication is 
quite uniform in the leading states.. In- 
diana being the wnly important State 
Showing less than anticipated. The qual- 
ity of the crop is decidedly below the 
average and. complaint of moldy, rotten 
and worm-ealen corn comes from prac- 
tically every part of the corn territory. 
While the crop matured early, frost 
was long delayed, and weather condi- 
tions prevented prompt “drying out, so 
that the crop will not be ready for 
cribbing much earlier than usual. 

“The amount of old corn remaining 
on farms is the least ever reported, be- 
ing only 2.5 per cent of last year’s crop, 
or 62,000,000 bushels, against 138,000,000 
‘bushels, carried over last year. Taking 
consideration of crop and carry-over 
stocks the total corn supply availablé 
on Nov. 1 is 2,816,000,000 bushels, inst 
2,585,000,000 bushels last year and 3,190,000, - 
000 in 1912: Seeding of winter wheat has 
been delayed occasionally because of 
weather ~ conditions, but generally to 
avoid the Hessian fly, and seeding is 
still in progress in the Southwest. Gur- 
rent estimates show an expectation of an 
‘ncreased acreage of almost 10 ag cent, 
with a breadth exceeding 39,000, acres.
